I4EAT Fausto was point man for a gaggle (IK4GRO Lauro and IK7MEJ Mike) 
and QSBing as high as S9+20 on 3.800...actually I don't ever recall any 
european pushing my S-meter that high before. Though I did try 

for 15 minutes, the (proud to mention their amps) KW gang was 

getting their ear...like the CT station who called when Lauro made 

a call "for DX only." 24) 


Then I listened to the checkins on the Century Club on 3.903.5...and 
I have to say that the band was open and long at 9 pm EST...already.

I've implemented a similar project, building an attenuator into my Gary Breed 
XCVI. 


Actually, you only need heavy duty resistors for the first stage. A set of 
resistors providing 7db attenuation will take you from 5W to 1W. Thereafter, 
you can use 1/2 W resistors from Radio Shack. 


I was unable to find the 2W carbon resistors elsewhere, but I remembered that 
Ten Tec makes an attenuator for about $45. I called Ten Tec, and asked for 
the parts department, and purchased a set of 7dB attenuators. It was 
expensive, about $3 for the resistors, and $3 for Shipping and Handling. 


Ten Tec's number is 615-453-7172. 


Attenuator values and circuit info is given in the ARRL handbook (Page 25-39 
in the my edition). 


One other note. I had problems with mine, because of stray RF afecting SWR 
and power output. I fixed the problem by shielding the attenuator with 
aluminum foil. First covered the resistors with cardboard so the foil 
wouldn't short the resistors, then wrapped the cardboard in foil for 
shielding, then put cardboard on the outside so the foil wouldn't short any 
components in the rig. Whew! 


Also, I cut the trace in the xmtr from the relay back to the final output 
filter, and inserted attenuation here. In this way, I attenuate the transmit 
Signal only, rather than the received signal. If you put the attenuator in 
the antenna line after the relay, you attenuate both xmit and receive. 


But it was worth it. Now I have a pushbutton rig with 7 power levels down to 
20 mW.

took a 3.5 day vacation in the northmost part of the state of TN 

. right on the Kentucky border. After much deliberation, I 
brought my Norcal 40, my MFJ SSB (*now with CW adaptor) and my MFJ 
30 meters («built from parts), the antenna was a mini 30 meter 
antenna that was from a QST article.. used a 4" square of 
plexiglass for center suppport.. 2 mini pieces of plastic for end 
supports and wire with weird covering that tends not to kink up at 
all.. and some coax that is the size of RG174 (may actually be 
with different #.. some one was throwing away a bunch), and my old 
MFJ small antenna tuner.

But we never really get to the point where the upper 
bands are dead all the time. I like to work 10 meters from the mobile (I 
actually get more time in the car than in the ham shack! I find that I have 
to be patient and know when to look. Right now, there are sporadic E 
openings and transequatorial openings during the early afternoon and early 
evening on a pretty regular basis. So while things will certainly not be 
like times of sunspot highs, it never goes away entirely. In the car I run 
25 watts PEP and can always make contacts when the band is open. 


I would like to get something like a QRP Plus or Ten Tec Scout and move to 
20, 17, and 15 meters. Even during the worst sunspot times, those bands 


should continue to produce contacts. The low bands will continue to work, as 
well. 


Once again, the premiun will be on your skill gained as a QRPer and in your 
knowledge of the bands and propagation. If you know when to operate and 
where to look, good QRP will always be there and your feeling of 
satisfaction at making contacts when the power hogs are complaining about 
sunspots will make up for the effort!

I ran accross some small 3-ring binders in an office supply store that are 
the right size for QRPp and SPRAT. However, I ran into a problem in punching 
holes in the thick (72 page) issues of QRPp. Even the thinner SPRAT's were 

a challance; I only managed to get my hand-held hole punch thru about two 
issues before it broke! So, I used the following approach: 


1. I drilled 1/4 in. "pilot holes" in a strip of 1/4 in x 2 in wood the 
same length as the QRPp journal (matal would have been better, but I 


didn't have any). 


2. With an issue of SPRAT or QRPp firmly clamped between a piece of 1 x 2 
and the wood with the pilot holes (properly positioned at the edge of 
the magazine), I drill thru the magazine with a 1/4 inch drill. 


With the magazine tightly clamped between the two strips of wood (I used a 
couple of "C" clamps and the edge of my work bench) and slowly drilling with 
a SHARP bit, fairly clean holes can be produced without doing damage to the 
magazine. 


(NOTE: Feel free to publish this in QRPp or anywhere else -- just remember 
who you got it from!)
